What's An App? 

A new Pew Internet survey revealed that although 35% 
of U.S. adults are using app-capable smartphones, just 
24% of them actually use apps. The survey also found 
that 1 1 % of mobile phone users are unsure whether their 
phone supports apps. So, while apps may be a big selling 
point for smartphones, there appears to be a knowledge 
barrier between users and their devices: Just 29% 
claimed to have downloaded an app to their device. 





Adults Catching Up To Texting Teens 

It comes as no surprise that teens text more than older 
mobile phone users, but according to the Pew Research 
Center, that trend may not hold for long. The firm found 
that approximately 72% of adults currently claim to send 
text messages. This time last year, that number was just 
65%. The report claims that roughly 87% of teens send 
text messages. And teens send significantly more text 
messages than adults, by a factor of five. 
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Streaming Is Popular, But Not Well Understood 

According to a recent Retrevo survey that polled consumers about connected TVs, 
53% said they were interested in streaming movies to their HDTVs over the In- 
ternet. Of those, however, only 21% claim to be currently enjoying Web-based 
video content, 22% plan to begin streaming soon, and 10% admitted that they did 
not know TVs could do that but wanted to stream. Less than half of those surveyed, 
47%, said they have no plans to stream movies to their TVs, with 1 8% of that mar- 
gin claiming that they did not know connected TVs were capable of such feats and 
do not want to start streaming.

Smartphone Gaming Is Ageless 

Smartphone gaming is big business, but a new survey from Compete determined 
just who is doing all the gaming on these diminutive devices. According to their 
findings, a majority of every age group engages in some mobile gaming at least 
once a month, but the big players are those under the age of 25: 81 % of them game 
at least once a month. Of smartphone owners 25 to 44 years old, roughly three in 
four people game on the go. 56% of the oldest segment of smartphone owners, 
those 45 and older, also said they game at least once a month.

• The detail difference 
between a 1 080p 
and a 720p HDTV is 
less visible for sizes 
that are 40 inches or 
below — unless you 
sit closer than 5 feet 
from the TV.

• The refresh rate, such as 
120Hzor60Hzfor 
LCD and LED-LCD TVs 
or 600Hz for plasma 
models, is the number 
of times in one second 
that a TV can rescan an 
image to display it on- 
screen. The higher the 
refresh rate, the more 
likely fast action scenes 
will appear smooth. 

• Refresh rates between 
LCD-based and plasma 
HDTVs can't be directly 
compared due to the 
different methods they 
use to create a picture.

• Watch some bright and 
darkly lit scenes in the 
video playing on the 
screens to compare the 
color quality. 



Consider Other

• Many new HDTVs can 
connect to the Internet 
and access popular 
Web sites, such as 
YouTube, Pandora, 
Facebook, and Flickr. 
Make sure the HDTV 
supports instant content 
from your gift recipi- 
ent's favorite Web sites. 
Typically, these sets are 
labeled as Internet- 
ready or Wi-Fi built-in.

• A receiver may support Wi-Fi or wired net- 
working, possibly with an included or op- 
tional adapter. 

• Connecting a receiver to the Internet may 
offer access to audio streaming services such 
as Pandora or Rhapsody, and/or Internet 
radio stations. 



Explore Extras 

• Many HTiBs come with a DVD or BD player. 

• Check an HTiB's list of contents for speaker 
stands, wall mounts, or other mounting 
provisions. 

• If you wish to buy cables to go along with this 
gift, make sure they're compatible with the re- 
cipient's TV (such as HDMI), the size of the 
spring clips on the satellites (such as 1 6-gauge 
speaker wire), and so on.

Differences 

LCD (liquid-crystal display) 




LCDs can use one of two 
backlight technologies. 
CCFLs (cold cathode fluores- 
cent lamps) are the most 
common, but LEDs are the 
latest backlight technology to 
hit the LCD scene. (See the 
"LED" section for more info 
on LED TVs.) 
Pros 

• The thin profiles and light 
weight of LCDs make them 
easy to mount on a wall. 

• Power demands are a bit 
lower than comparably 
sized plasma displays and 
considerably lower than 
CRT televisions. 

Cons 

• Fast-moving images may 
suffer from a slight trailer 
effect, but with improved 



LCD technology, the effect 
is barely perceptible. 

• When pixels stick on or 
off, they show up as either 
a pinpoint of bright light or 
black, which can be dis- 
tracting on-screen. 

• From certain viewing an- 
gles, LCDs will lose video 
contrast and color. 

• LCDs with CCFL back- 
lighting suffer from 
leaking light, and unlike 
LEDs, they can't dim cer- 
tain areas on-screen. This 
may result in blacks and 
whites that appear to be 
more gray in color. 

Best For 

• Streaming PC content 

• Bright, sunny rooms 



LED (light-emitting diode) 



LED TVs are actually a type 
of LCD TV. These sets use 
one of two LED backlight 
technologies: 

• Full-array lighting places 
LEDs behind the screen in 
a grid pattern, letting the 
TV dim certain LEDs for 
the best contrast ratios 
available. 

• Edge-lit sets have LEDs 
placed around the frame 
of the TV, and light is 
directed toward the 
center of the screen. 
Edge-lit models cost less 
than full-array sets and 
are a lot thinner. 

Pros 

• By using LEDs, these sets 
use a lot less electricity 
than other HDTVs, and 



they don't contain harm- 
ful mercury. 

• Overall, LED TVs are one- 
third thinner than other 
LCD TVs and have longer 
life spans. 

• Plasmas are well-known for 
their deep blacks, crisp 
whites, and fast response 
times, but LED TVs closely 
match in performance. 

Cons 

• These sets are costly be- 
cause they feature a rela- 
tively new technology. 

• Blooming, or a halo effect, 
may encircle bright images 
that are on dark back- 
grounds. 

Best For 

• Eco-conscious viewers 

• Fast-paced gaming 



Plasma 



Pros 

• A plasma TV's phosphors light up 
evenly across the screen to create 
images, which are consistently 
bright and clear with vibrant 
colors. 

• The contrast ratio is high, so you'll 
see some of the darkest blacks and 
brightest whites. 



The design and technology of 

plasma TVs lend themselves to 

large screen sizes — typically 50 

inches or greater. 

Rapid pixel response means no 

blurry motion. 

Wide viewing angles give you the 

same high-quality images on-screen 

no matter where in the room you 

happen to be sitting. 



Cons 

• Some plasmas are susceptible to image 
burn-in if not cared for properly. 

• Low air pressure and high altitudes 
may cause plasmas to buzz. 

• Some plasmas have highly reflective 
glass, which isn't ideal in sunny settings. 

Best For 

• Large groups who watch TV together 

• Movies or sports with nonstop action 



RPTV (rear-projection TV) 



Pros 



RPTVs are surprisingly lightweight for 

their sizes. 

You'll find exceptional picture quality 

on very big screens (65 inches and 

larger). 
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• As screens get bigger, RPTVs tend to 
be more cost-effective than an LCD, 
LED, or plasma TV. 

Cons 

• With depths of 1 6 to 24 inches, these 
TVs are far too big and bulky to 
mount on a wall.
